| Tae Attorney General Will Seek
$5000 From Legislature to
Further Prosecution, No New
Land Cascs to be Taken Up,

({Oregonian)..

Salem, Or., Jan, 11.—(Bpecial.)
In a report to the State Land Board
complated tonight, Attorneyv-General
Brown goes at length into the land
frund situation in the state and de-
cleres that he will geek 35000 from
the Leglslature to further prosecute
the Pacific Livestock case, but will
attempt no further prosecutions.

“In making this estimate,”” he
stated, 1 have considered the § per
cent limitation and the necessity of
the Legislature eutting all appro-
priations to the quick, and have not
sought an appropriation for land
litigation beyond the actual demanus
| of pending proceedings.”

After reviewing the Hyde-Benson
cases, which opened the way for re-
"turn to the state of prac tically 456,
000 acres of land through cases pro-

secuted by Altorney-General Brown,
he pointa oul In a small ryeasurn
evidence obtalned in the Pacifie Live-
stock case through a handwelting
| expert.

Proceeding, Mr. Brown says:
